She stated they were her ex- 
husband, Marvin Miller who has at­ 
tended almost every day of the trial, 
and her next door neighbor John 
VanSickle. VanSickle still lives in the 
trailer next to Mrs. Meade and her 
daughter. 
At the beginning of Wednesday’s 
court, the second alternate juror was 
called to sit on the jury. The first 
alternate, Mary Hay, had taken Esther 
Duvall’s place and then became ill 
herself. Second alternate, Carina 
Diltz, was called, leaving no more 
alternates should another juror be 
unable to attend the remainder of the 
trial. 
Huffer asked Mrs. Meade to identify 
several statements she had signed at 
the sheriff’s office on the night of Jan. 
20. She identified signatures and 
initials as being hers but said she had 
signed many papers that night and 
didn’t recall what they were. One of 
the statements concerned Denver’s 
phone call after the shootings. She said 
she heard him on the phone and heard 
him say “ Bemece” and that was all 
she remembered hearing. Another 
statement said Denver said, “ Don’t 1m* 
mad at me over this.” 
She was asked about the fictitious 
marriage certificate mentioned on 
Barbara Lunsford’s testimony. Mrs. 
Meade said it was more of a joke and 
was all type written and indicated a 
divorce between Robert Meade and 
Anna D>u Meade. 
Huffer asked her if she had a real 
estate license and she admitted she 
did. He continued asking her if she 
knew a child, incompetent person or 
insane person could not make a deed 
and she agreed that was true. He then

After this incident, the 
doctor related, Denver became very 
religious and tended to stick to a job.

Randall said Meade had 
become apprehensive of his life, heard 
strange sounds, felt like something 
was outside the trailer, had bad 
dreams of being killed and feared 
being burned inside the trailer.

Kissinger, Tho

While in 
london Wednesday, he was presented 
with the Nobel Peace Prize, which he 
won jointly with I se Due Tho for their 
Vietnam peace negotiations. 
I>e Due Tho refused to accept the 
prize, contending that peace had not 
been restored in Southeast Asia. 
Kissinger and the Hanoi Politburo 
member last met in Paris on June Il­ 
ls.

Violence M ars 
Truck Blockading 


CAMBRIDGE, Ohio (AP) - There 
were scattered reports of violence on 
Ohio’s highways today as truckers 
began what they said was a nationwide 
effect to shut down the hauling in­ 
dustry. 
No serious injuries were reported. 
Truckers pulled their rigs off the 
roads and in some cases blocked fuel 
pumps to enforce the shutdown. 
The Highway Patrol said it was 
investigating two reports of truckers 
being shot at along Interstate 75 be­ 
tween Cincinnati and Dayton early this 
morning. 


Another trucker, traveling east on 
Interstate 70 near the West Virginia 
line, reported a brick suspended from 
an overpass shattered his windshield. 
Still another driver told the highway 
patrol he was forced off the road by 
motorists who “threatened to tear up 
his rig and tear him apart,” said Pa­ 
trol Sgt. R. I). Kolthoff. 
The violence was thought to stem 
from vows by some truckers to shut 
down the industry in hopes of getting 
the government to put ceilings on 
diesel prices and increase truck speed 
limits. 


Many truckers, at least in Ohio, 
appeared to be heeding the boycott 
that went into effect at midnight. 
A self-proclaimed spokesman for the 
drivers in Ohio predicted 85 per cent of 
the truckers would join in the work 
stoppage. 
The work action, designed to win 
assurances in Washington that actions 
taken because of the energy crisis will 
not cut into drivers’ pay checks, does 
not have the .support of the Teamsters 
union. But there was some question as 
to whether many union truckers would 
risk upsetting fellow drivers. 
Rebuttal Begins In Trial

Tom Nagel and Donald Alexander, 
counsel for Denver Meade in the two 
charges of first degree murder, rested 
their case at the close of court Wed­ 
nesday evening.

Robert Duffer, acting as special 
counsel for the county prosecutor, 
cross-examined Mrs. Meade. She had 
stated earlier she was afraid of two 
people and Duffer asked her who they 
were. She stated they were her ex­ 
husband, Marvin Miller who has at­ 
tended almost every day of the trial, 
and her next door neighbor John 
VanSickle. VanSickle still lives in the 
trailer next to Mrs. Meade and her 
daughter. 
At the beginning of Wednesday's 
court, the second alternate juror was 
called to sit on the jury. The first 
alternate, Mary Hay, had taken Esther 
Duvall’s place and then became ill 
herself 
Second alternate, C anna 
Diltz, was called, leaving no more 
alternates should another juror be 
unable to attend the remainder of the 
trial. 
Duffer asked Mrs. Meade to identify 
several statements she had signed at 
the sheriff’s office on the night of Jan. 
20. She identified signatures 
and 
initials as being hers but said she had 
signed many papers that night and 
didn’t recall what they were. One of 
the statements concerned Denver’s 
phone call after the shootings. She said 
she heard him on the phone and heard 
him say “ Bernece” and that was all 
she remembered hearing. Another 
statement said Denver said, “Don’t la- 
mad at me over this.” 
She was asked about the fictitious 
marriage certificate mentioned on 
Barbara Lunsford’s testimony. Mrs. 
Meade said it was more of a joke and 
was all type written and indicated a 
divorce between Robert Meade and 
Anna I / ) U Meade. 
Duffer asked her if she had a real 
estate license and she admitted she 
did. De continued asking her if she 
knew a child, incompetent person or 
insane person could not make a deed 
and she agreed that was true. De then 
brought forth a copy of the deed of the 
Meade property which is now in 
Florence 
M eade’s 
name. 
The 
document was signed by Denver 
Meade to F lorence Meade and wit­ 
nessed by Tom Nagel and Donald 
Alexander. It was dated Jan. 30, 1973. 
In Tom Nagel’s re-direct questioning

she 
stated 
no 
psychiatrist had seen Denver between 
Jan. 20and Jan. 30. It was also brought 


out she had been taken directly to 
Berger Hospital after the shootings 
and treated for shock.

Denver’s serving six months in a 
reformatory. After this incident, the 
doctor related, Denver became very 
religious and tended to stick to a job. 
De indicated he did not use alcohol. 
Much of the testimony concerning 
the history related to Denver’s beliefs 
in the presence of an evil force at work 
against him. Randall said Meade had 
become apprehensive of his life, heard 
strange sounds, felt like something 
was outside the trailer, had bad 
dreams of being killed and feared 
tieing burned inside the trailer.

Testimony 
included Randall saying Meade is and 
was at the time of the slayings, a 
dangerous man. De also said he had 
studied under a doctor by the name of 
Dwight Palmer.

Dimmer Lights On Schedule For Americans 


WASHINGTON

The 
government’s energy czar, William E. 
Simon, announced today he will order 
reduced lighting in commercial and 
industrial buildings as soon as Con­ 
gress gives him the authority to do so. 
Simon also placed petroleum exports 
under a licensing system and told all 
federal agencies to get rid of their big 
limousines by Jan. I. 
The new fuel conservation measures 
were announced just one day after 
Simon’s new Federal Energy Office 
proposed regulations to reduce U. S. 
gasoline production 5 per cent below 
1972 levels, a move that would increase 
the actual 
anticipated 
gasoline 
shortage to about 25 per cent early 
next year. 
The energy office fumbled badly in 
issuing that proposal, at first reporting 
it as a cutback seemingly five times as 
big as really intended. 
Simon held a White House news 
conference this morning to announce a 
whole series of additional actions and 
proposals to cope with expected fuel 
shortages. 
He proposed that all commercial and 
industrial buildings, including stores, 
factories and offices, be required to re­ 
duce their lighting to specific light 


levels considered “minimum but ef­ 
fective and safe.” 
The proposed reductions would cut 
lighting to roughly one-third to one- 
sixth of customary levels, he said. 
Simon said the action, to be made 
mandatory once pending emergency 
legislation becomes law, would save 
some 800,000 barrels of oil daily. 
Simon also proposed that major 
highway and freeway lighting be 
turned off, except at interchanges and 
ramps where the lighting would be cut 
in half. 
If imposed after public comment, 
this action could save the energy 
equivalent of 15,000 barrels of oil daily, 
Simon said. 
Simon also asked industry to set up 
energy-saving com m ittees, asked 
commercial building managers and 
owners to turn off all but essential 
lighting during nonworking hours, and 
asked citizens to cut down voluntarily 
on their use of electric space heaters. 
Simon ordered federal agencies to 
reduce their driving by 20 per cent in 
the first quarter of next year and to get 
rid of limousines and heavy sedans, 
returning those which are leased. 
Simon told agencies to use compact 
or subcompact cars unless a larger car 


was absolutely necessary. 
In a move to prevent excessive 
petroleum exports from the United 
States during the fuel crisis, Simon 
placed exports 
under a 
licensing 
system effective immediately. 
For the time being, he announced, 
the system would be used to monitor 
exports but not to limit them. 
If the exports tx come too large, he 
said, limiting action would be imposed. 
Under the 
gasoline allocation 
program announced Wednesday, the 
average motorist may find himself 
even more than 25 per cent short of his 
usual needs, since priority users would 
take their deliveries before the 
remaining gasoline filters down to 
local service stations. 
But in explaining the gasoline cut­ 
backs Wednesday, the energy office 
kept falling over itself. 
At first the new office gave the 
public the right impression of the 
shortage by issuing the wrong figures; 
IO hours later it revealed the right 
figures, but created the wrong im­ 
pression. 
Finally, more than 12 hours later, 
energy officials managed to make both 
tfie production cutback and the extent 
of the expected shortage clear. 


The gasoline cutback was only one 
m ajor aspect of a wide-ranging 
proposal 
to 
control 
petroleum 
distribution from refineries down to 
gasoline service stations and, for fuel 
oils, all the way down to final con­ 
sumers in a form of rationing without 
coupons. 
Drily gasoline would remain without 
a consumer rationing system, pending 
a final decision by the end of this 
month. But even gasoline would I m - al­ 
located on a priority basis to important 
users who purchase readily-controlled 
bulk orders. 
Although the allocation regulations 
are to take effect Dec. 27, following 
review of public comment, it appeared 
likely some changes would be made 
before they become final 
The energy office, rushing to issue 
its proposal on Wednesday, its legal 
deadline, threw the whole question of 
gasoline supplies into utter confusion 
by handing out a badly mixed-up 
version of its 134-page regulation. 
At three separate points in the text 
issued to newsmen Wednesday morn­ 
ing, the regulation proposed that 
gasoline production be limited to 75 per 
cent of the 1972 levels, apparently 
imposing a far greater cutback than 


previously anticipated. 
At about the same time, energy 
office staff members discovered the 75 
per cent figure was wrong. It should 
have been 95 per cent. 
Near midnight, John Sawhill, deputy 
director of the energy office, explained 


i i i answer to questions from The AD 
that the five per cent production cut 
would really mean a 25 per cent 
gasoline shortage. 


Dow so? 
The cut in U.S. gasoline production, 
designed to increase production of 
other petroleum products, would hike 
about 700,(KH) barrels of gasoline per 
day out of the market. 
But another 700,000 barrels of 
gasoline daily already was missing 
because the Arab nations had cut 
petroleum deliveries to countries 
friendly to Israel, indirectly shutting 
off imports of finished gasoline to the 
United States as well. 


The result, Sawhill said, was that the 
nation would end with a daily shortage 
in early 1974 of about 1.4 million 
barrels of gasoline. Combined with in­ 
creased demand, that would amount to 
production some 25 per cent short of 
anticipated needs.

Veronica Meade Wilson was called 
but failed to appear although she had 
been under subpoena for some time. 


Florence Pence from the Pickaway 
County Recorder’s office identified an 
exhibit as [M ing a quitclaim deed from 
Denver Meade to his wife, Florence 
Meade. 


Sheriff Dwight Radcliff was then 
r ailed to testify in the rebuttal. De 
stated he had observed Meade many 
times 
during 
his 
period 
of 
in­ 
carceration in the county jail and had 
never observed any unusual behavior 
nor heard any complaints from him. 
Hr* said he was always neat and clean. 


De related the incidents testified to 
by Florence Meade concerning the 
heat in the jail and the boy being 
stripped naked in front of other 
prisoners. 


The sheriff said heat in the building 
varied and the majority ruled as to 
whether the windows were to be 
opened or the heat to be turned up. De 
c ontinued by saying the boy in mention 
had lM-en stripped for .security reasons 
after he had hit one of the deputies with 
an iron pipe c ausing a gash requiring 
28 stitches. 
Radcliff testified he had been 
present during the episode and had 
reason to believe the ixiy should have 
his clothes removed because of the 
possibility of suicide.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Tecmacal 
experts told U.S. District Judge John 
J. Sirica today “ neither the high in­ 
tensity lamp nor the electric type­ 
writer was a likely cause of the 18- 
minute buzz” found on one of the 
subpoenaed Watergate tapes. 
That conclusion, read in open court 
by 
Sirica, 
was 
contained 
in 
a 
preliminary report delivered to the 
judge his office. 
During hearings into what might 
have caused the 18-minute gap in the 
tape of a June 20, 1972 conversation 
between President Nixon and H R. 
Haldeman, Rose Mary Woods, Nixon’s 
personal secretary, testified she 
believed she might 
have 
been 
responsible for part of the gap. She 
said she pushed the wrong button on a 
tape recorder she was using to tran­ 
scribe the tape. 
White House laywer J. 
Fred 
Buzhardt had testified he thought the 
sounds on the 18-minute gap might 
have been caused by the electric type­ 
writer and high intensity lamp on Miss 
Woods' desk. 
But the technical experts said tests 
“ made 
with 
sophisticated 
in­ 
struments” had failed to confirm that 
theory. 
The experts said they have yet to 
determine whether the gap could have 
been caused by the recorder itself. If 
so, they said, it would probably be im­ 
possible to recover the conversation. 
The experts planned to continue 
studying the tape and submit a final 
report to Sirica shortly after the first of 
the year. 
Then they plan to examine the other 


subpoenaed tapes to determine if any 
have been tampered with. 
Buzhardt, who was in the courtroom 
when Sirica announced the results of 


the report, said later, “ we accept the 
results. We accept whatever they 
find.” 


Buzhardt had testified that he was 
able to nearly duplicate the two tones 
heard during the 18-minute segment by- 
running a tape through Miss Woods' 
machine with the record button 
depressed and her high intensity lamp 
and electric typewriter turned on. 


ALGIERS f AP) - Secretary of State 
Henry A. Kissinger doubts there can 
be meaningful negotiations between 
Israel and Syria until they agree to ex­ 
change prisoners of war, a U.S. source 
said today. 
But the informant said Kissinger 
expects the Middle East peace con­ 
ference 
in Geneva 
to 
begin 
as 
scheduled Dec.18 after invitations are 
issued in the name of U.N. Secretary-

While Egypt has swapped prisoners 
with Israel, Syria has refused to do so 
until Israeli troops pull back to 
positions held Oct. 22, the date of the 
first U.N. cease-fire in the October 
war. 
Meanwhile, Sirica signed an order 
Wednesday authorizing the em­ 
paneling of a third grand jury to 
receive evidence from the special 
prosecutor’s staff. 


The new 23-member grand jury 
would begin work Jan. 7, and take 
some of the load from the panel 
created last Aug. 13, to hear evidence 
in all Watergate cases except the June 
17, 1972, break-in and subsequent 
cover-up attempt. 


Shortly after special 
prosecutor 
I>eon Jaworski asked Sirica for the 
new grand jury, he told newsmen his 
office now has received 13 White House 
tapes and has requests pending for six 
more. 


Nine of those tapes were turned over 
voluntarily last Saturday by the White 
House.

Fuel-Starved Utilities 
Se e k Sw itch To Coal 


Kissinger flew here for a lightning 
visit and talks with Algerian President 
Houari Boumedienne. The secretary is 
on his way to Middle East capitals for 
an eleventh-hour series of con­ 
sultations in advance of the peace 
conference. He also is renewing his 
efforts for an end to the Arab oil war. 
Kissinger was met at the Algiers 
airport by Boumedienne and Foreign 
Minister Abdel Aziz Bouteflika. 
The American secretary of state 
opened his second Middle East tour in 
five weeks after a speech in Ixmdon in 
which he proposed that Western 
Europe, Japan and Canada join the 
United States in a crash program to 
develop new energy sources and ways 
to conserve what they have.

Fuel-starved utilities which operate 
26 oil-fired power generating plants 
along the Eastern seaboard are trying 
to convert their generators to coal by 
early next year. 
Under pressure of diminishing oil 
supplies and a strongly worded 
telegram from federal energy chief 
William E. Simon, the utilities have 
sent buyers to Appalachia for a 
quantity of coal that would be suf­ 
ficient to supply all the power needs of 
the state of Pennnylvania in any given 
day. 
The generating plants singled out by 
Simon for immediate switches from oil 
to coal now consume 200,000 barrels a 
day, or about seven per cent of the the 
nation’s estimated petroleum shortage 
of three million barrels daily. 
The plants affected have small and 
large generating capacities, and 
generally are located away from the 
largest population centers in the East. 
Most are among the large number of 
power plants in the area which swit­ 
ched to oil in the past eight years 
because it was cheaper and cleaner. 
Indications are that these plants 
which dot the seaboard from Georgia 
to Maine will get the 350,000 tons of 
coal they will need each week. But it 
may cost exorbitant prices, and will 
almost certainly result in dirtier air. 
Higher utility bills for household 
consumers could be another result. 
Some utilities are being quoted $20 a 
ton prices if they buy now, and many in 
the coal industry believe the price will 
be $30 liefore long. Eastern utilities 
which liave been burning coal under 
long-term contracts pay their sup­ 
pliers between $10 and $12 a ton. 
“ It is imperative and in the national 
interest that these conversions are 
completed as soon as possible if we are 
to minimize our petroleum shortages 
with the least possible impact on the 
economy,” Simon said in telegrams to 
the affected utilities. 
In addition, Simon asked 40 utility 
companies with 60 plants in other 
areas of the country to advise him of 
what it would take for them to convert 


to coal. 
Still unanswered is what will happen 
to 
major generating 
plants in

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Technical Experts 
Talk With Sirica 
About Gap In Tapes 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Teciaucal 
experts told U.S. District Judge John 
J. Sirica today “ neither the high in­ 
tensity lamp nor the electric type­ 
writer was a likely cause of the 18- 
minute buzz” found on one of the 
subpoenaed Watergate tapes. 
That conclusion, read in open court 
by 
Sirica, 
was 
contained 
in 
a 
preliminary report delivered to the 
judge his office. 
During hearings into what might 
have caused the 18-minute gap in the 
tape of a June 20, 1972 conversation 
between President Nixon and H R. 
Haldeman, Rose Mary Woods, Nixon’s 
personal secretary, testified she 
believed she might 
have been 
responsible for part of the gap. She 
said she pushed the wrong button on a 
tape recorder she was using to tran­ 
scribe the tape 
White House laywer J. 
Fred 
Buzhardt had testified he thought the 
sounds on the 18-minute gap might 
have been caused by the electric type­ 
writer and high intensity lamp on Miss 
Woods’ desk. 
But the technical experts said tests 
made 
with 
sophisticated 
in­ 
struments” had failed to confirm that 
theory. 
The experts said they have yet to 
determine whether the gap could have 
been caused by the recorder itself. If 
so, they said, it would probably be im­ 
possible to recover the conversation. 
The experts planned to continue 
studying the tape and submit a final 
report to Sirica shortly after the first of 
the year. 
Then they plan to examine the other 


subpoenaed tapes to determine if any 
have been tampered with. 
Buzhardt, who was in the courtroom 
when Sirica announced the results of 


the report, said later, “ we accept the 
results. We accept whatever they 
find.” 


Buzhardt had testified that he was 
able to nearly duplicate the two tones 
heard during the 18-minute segment by 
running a tape through Miss Woods’ 
machine with the record button 
depressed and her high intensity lamp 
and electric typewriter turned on. 


Meanwhile, Sirica signed an order 
Wednesday authorizing the em­ 
paneling of a third grand jury to 
receive evidence from the special 
prosecutor’s staff. 


The new 23-member grand jury 
would begin work Jan. 7, and take 
some of the load from the panel 
created last Aug. 13, to hear evidence 
in all Watergate cases except the June 
17, 1972, break-in and subsequent 
cover-up attempt. 


Shortly after special prosecutor 
I^eon Jaworski asked Sirica for the 
new grand jury, he told newsmen hts 
office now has received 13 White House 
tapes and has requests pending for six 
more. 


Nine of those tapes were turned over 
voluntarily last Saturday by the White 
House. Jaworski declined to say which 
conversations or 
subjects they 
covered. 
Fuel-Starved Utilities 
Seek Switch To Coal

Fuel-starved utilities which operate 
26 oil-fired power generating plants 
along the Eastern seaboard are trying 
to convert their generators to coal by 
early next year. 
Under pressure of diminishing oil 
supplies and a strongly worded 
telegram from federal energy chief 
William E. Simon, the utilities have 
sent buyers to Appalachia for a 
quantity of coal that would be suf­ 
ficient to supply all the power needs of 
tile state of Pennsylvania in any given 
day. 
The generating plants singled out by 
Simon for immediate switches from oil 
to coal now consume 200,000 barrels a 
day, or about seven per cent of the the 
nation’s estimated petroleum shortage 
of three million barrels daily. 
The plants affected have small and 
large generating capacities, and 
generally are located away from the 
largest population centers in the East. 
Most are among the large number of 
power plants in the area which swit­ 
ched to oil in the past eight years 
because it was cheaper and cleaner. 
Indications are that these plants 
which dot the .seaboard from Georgia 
to Maine will get the 350,000 tons of 
coal they will need each week. But it 
may cost exorbitant prices, and will 
almost certainly result in dirtier air. 
Higher utility bills for household 
consumers could be another result. 
Some utilities are being quoted $20 a 
ton prices if they buy now, and many in 
the coal industry believe the price will 
be $30 before long. Eastern utilities 
which liave been burning coal under 
long-term contracts pay their sup­ 
pliers between $10 and $12 a ton. 
“ It is imperative and in the national 
interest that these conversions are 
completed as soon as possible if we are 
to minimize our petroleum shortages 
with the least possible impact on the 
economy,” Simon said in telegrams to 
the affected utilities. 
In addition, Simon asked 40 utility 
companies with 60 plants in other 
areas of the country to advise him of 
what it would take for them to convert

Kissinger 
Opens Visit 


To Algeria 


AIG IER S (AP) — Secretary of State 
Henry A. Kissinger doubts there can 
be meaningful negotiations between 
Israel and Syria until they agree to ex­ 
change prisoners of war, a U.S. source 
said today. 
But the informant said Kissinger 
expects the Middle East peace con­ 
ference 
in Geneva to 
begin 
as 
scheduled Dec.18 after invitations are 
issued in the name of U.N. Secretary- 
General Kurt Waldheim. 
While Egypt has swapped prisoners 
with Israel, Syria has refused to do so 
until Israeli troops pull back to 
positions held Oct. 22, the date of the 
first U.N. cease-fire in the October 
war. 
Kissinger flew here for a lightning 
visit and talks with Algerian President 
Houari Boumedienne. The secretary is 
on his way to Middle East capitals for 
an eleventh-hour series of con­ 
sultations in advance of the peace 
conference. He also is renewing his 
efforts for an end to the Arab oil war. 
Kissinger was met at the Algiers 
airport by Boumedienne and Foreign 
Minister Abdel Aziz Bouteflika. 
The American secretary of state 
opened his second Middle East tour in 
five weeks after a speech in london in 
which he proposed that Western 
Europe, Japan and Canada join the 
United States in a crash program to 
develop new energy sources and ways 
to conserve what they have. 
In remarks obviously intended to 
remind Saudi Arabia and other Arab 
oil nations of the potentialities of 
Western technology, Kissinger likened 
their current oil advantage to the 
challenge presented by the Soviet 
Union’s first successful space flight in 
1957.

Judge Faces 
M ore Fraud 
Indictments 


NEWARK, Ohio (AP) — "Someone 
is out to get me,” Newark Municipal 
Judge Robert Weaver said Tuesday 
after the Licking County Grand Jury 
returned two more indictments ac­ 
cusing him of attempting to defraud a 
former client. 


Weaver said the latest indictments 
were part of a movement to get him 
out of office. But he could give no 
reasons for such an effort. 
Weaver said that after two in­ 
dictments were returned against him 
earlier, prosecuting attorneys told his 
lawyer they would bring other charges 
unless Weaver pleaded guilty. He 
pleaded innocent, and the other counts 
followed, Weaver said. 
The indictments issued Tuesday 
named Weaver on counts of em­ 
bezzling funds from the account of a 
guardianship, for which he was 
trustee, and writing a $2,500 check 
without having sufficient funds. 
The earlier counts accused him of 
embezzlement and larceny by trick in 
connection with the same case, which 
he handled before becoming a judge. 
Arraignment on the latest charges 
was scheduled for Dec. 19. 
The Ohio Supreme Court recently 
ordered Weaver to step down from the 
bench 
pending disposition 
of the 
charges. 


Order Boyle

PITTSBURGH (A P) - A federal 
judge has ordered former United Mine 
Workers President W A. “ Tony" Boyle 
brought here for arraignment Feb. 25 
on federal conspiracy charges in the 
Yablonski murders.

Gasoline Pinch: Shortage Or Squeeze Play? 


LONGVIEW, Tex. (A P) - Bill 
Shore’s wholesale gasoline company 
suppl’ 
gas to 30 service stations 
around Kilgore, Tex. Two of those 
stations are closed now because Shore 
Oil Products Co. did not have gas to 
sell them. 


About 50 farmers around Big Sandy, 
Tex., run their machinery on gasoline 
purchased from another independent 
wholesaler, U. E. Davis. But Davis is 
running out of gas now. "You tell me 
what those farmers are going to do?” 
he asks. 


Shore and Davis are middlemen in 
the 
oil 
business: 
independent 
wholesalers who buy from refineries 
and sell to large users. Uke thousands 
of independent wholesalers around the 
country, they are in a bind these days 
and farms, gas stations, industrial 
plants and school districts are in 
trouble because of it. 
The wholesalers are getting less gas 
from refineries and paying more for it. 
They say the situation was contrived to 
drive them out of business and 
generate windfall profits for refinery’ 
operators selling to new customers 
with big money to spend for dwindling 
gasoline supplies. 


Refinery operators deny it. They say 
the cutbacks and higher prices are the 
result of crude oil shortages. 
Whatever the cause, the situation 
facing 
independent 
gasoline 
wholesalers and their customers is 
well illustrated by the recent ex­ 
periences of Shore, Davis and other 
customers of the Ixingview Refining 
Co. 
The refinery sits in the heart of what 
people here call the Cradle of Oil. It 
produces 2.25 million gallons of 
gasoline a month. That’s relatively a

said Shore, who contended the refinery 
is selling to new customers, people 
with the money to pay almost any 
price for gasoline. 
“ That is a misstatement,” said L.D. 
Morgan, vice president of Crystal Oil 
Co. "We are not taking on any new 
customers of any kind. I ’ve had offers 
from all over the country to buy 
gasoline at any price. We won’t sell to 
them.” 
But an executive of Kirby Oil Co. in 
Tyler, Tex., said his company made its 
first 
purchases 
from 
Longview 
Refining in November, paying a pre­ 
mium price for more than 50,000 
gallons of gasoline. 
Far more important is the refinery’s 
new arrangement with the Atlantic 
Richfield Co., a major national oil 
company whose ARCO service stations 
span the country. 


Between 20 and 25 per cent of 
I Longview Refining’s output now goes 
to Atlantic Richfield, said Morgan. The 
refinery is not manufacturing or 
selling gasoline to Atlantic Richfield, 
he added, it’s merely exchanging it. 
Exchanging raw crude and finished 
oil products is a common practice in 
the petroleum industry. When two 
companies find they have supplies far 
from their own plants, but near the 
facilities of competitors, they trade 
those supplies to save shipping costs. 
However, the oil Ixingview Refining 
says it receives in exchange from 
Atlantic Richfield apparently is not 
being channeled to the company’s 
small, independent wholesalers. 
" It ’s going into our system,” said 
Morgan. 
Morgan said cutbacks in deliveries 
to independent wholesalers were 


necessitated by crude oil shortages. 
But Shore, whose father and brother 
own oil wells, said he tried selling 
crude oil to the refinery and was 
rebuffed. "They said they had 
enough,’’he said.

On Dec. 4, 
Shore was told by Ixingview Refining 
that its price was 26 46 cents per 
gallon, retroactive to Dec. I.

had raised their prices, said Morgan.

NEW YORK (AP) - If y ou are a 
busin e.ssrn an with a room full of files 
or a homemaker with a hou.se to keep 
in order y ou might fin d it hard to be­ 
liev e but, y es, there is a paper short­ 
age. 
m is on e isn ’t so much the result of 
in adequate production - although 
there is that aspect to the shortage— 
but of the .seemin gly in .satiable ap­ 
petite of the econ omic sy .stem for 
n ewsprin t an d prin tin g paper an d 
paperboard an d paperbags an d tissue. 
I^a.st y ear that hun ger resulted in 
lietween 63 million an d 64 million ton s 
Ix îin g con sumed. This y ear’s con ­ 
sumption has been at the rate of be­ 
tween 67 million an d 68 million ton s, or 
about 640 poun ds per person . 
Ix iokin g in to the iiiun ediate future, 
an aly sts fore.see little or n o letup in 
deman d. In fact, some in dustry of­ 
ficials believ e that by 1975 the coun try 
will n eed eight million ton s a y ear 
more but that capacity will grow by 
on ly half that. 
On e of the iron ies of the problems is 
that this deman d grows in spite of 
« ledicated efforts to reduce man ’s 
relian ce on paper. In some in dustries 
the battle may be con sidered critical. 
The ban kin g .sy .stem, for ex ample, 
feels as if it sits ben eath a con stan t 
shower of con fetti in the form of 23 
billion checks a y ear that descen d upon 
its 
clearin g 
facilities. 
Ban kers 
ev ery where agree that it can ’t keep 
up. 
Now bein g dev eloped are sy stems to 
record tran saction s through the use of 
electron ic sy .stem that add to or deduct 
from y our accoun t without the medium 
of the check. 
In the .securities in dustry , to cite 
an « )ther ex ample, the in adequacies of 
paper .stock certificates, beautiful as 
they are, was made obv ious by the big 
in crea.se in tran .saction s durin g the 
1960s. 
Un able to tran sfer certificates 
quickly , .some brokers merely let them 
pile up in back offices, almost brin gin g 
down the en tire in dustry . The con ­ 
fusion hardly can be ex aggerated. 
But try as he does, man has been 
un able to dig out from un der the pile. 
I’he electron ic computer was sup- 
p« ).sed to help, but few busin essmen or 
academ ecian s or custom ers are 
willin g to take the computer’s word 
that it has all the in formation tucked 
away in its memory . No, they wan t a 
prin tout. 
Techn ology , rather than easin g the 
situation , .seems in fact to be creatin g 
more problems, as can be attested to 
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by an y on e who has ev er watched a 
highspeed electron ic copier at work. 
F>ery n ow an d then Un cle Sam 
makes an effort to reduce paper 
deman ds such as by attemptin g to 
simplify the in come tax form. But then 
there dev elops this busin ess of wage 
an d price con trols—an d con sumption 
rises. 
Un foreseen dev elopmen ts, such as 
Watergate, add to the appetite for 
n ews, an d that mean s more n ewsprin t 
is used. It n ow amoun ts to 11 million 
ton s a y ear, on ly 
3.5 million of which 
comes from domestic supplies. 
Magazin es, busin ess forms, an n ual 
reports an d all the other items that 
make up the prin tin g paper category 
add up to an other 13 million ton s. 
Paperboard, such as for corrugated 
box es, an d con struction paper, such as 
tarpaper, add an other 16 million to 17 
million ton s to the total. 
The mere in crease in population 
adds en ormously to deman d, as wit­ 
n ess the fiv e million ton s of tissue, 
much of it light as a feather, that is 
con sumed each y ear. 
When the econ omy ex pan ds, as 
almost ev ery American hopes it will, 
up 
goes 
paper 
con sumption , 
autom atically 
an d 
seemin gly 
in ev itably , almost as if it were all 
fly paper attached to the coattails of 
man kin d. 
Just to carry the groceries home 
from the m arket, for ex ample, 
requires fiv e million ton s of paperbags 
a y ear.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - Sen . 
Robert Taft Jr., R-Ohio, has written to 
Gov . John Gilligan suggestin g a 
n umber of steps the state could take to 
improv e rail serv ice because of the 
gasolin e shortage. 
Taft said the state could un dertake 
the work of repairin g tracks between 
Clev elan d, Columbus an d Cin cin n ati. 
He said Amtrak has estimated the 
work would cost $4 million to $5 mil­ 
lion . 
The sen ator n oted Amtrak has ex ­ 
pressed an in terest in run n in g the 
Clev elan d-Columbus-Cin cin n ati 
lin e 
without state fun ds if the track were 
repaired to take train s trav elin g up to 
80 miles per hour. 
“Ev en if Amtrak decided n ot to do 
this, the state might implemen t ser­ 
v ice through Amtrak with the state 
pay in g twothirds of an y deficit, or ev en 
through a state rail tran sportation 
authority with its own rollin g stock,” 
Taft said in the letter. 
Taft also suggested the state try to 
sav e the Clev elan d-toYoun gstown

scheduled 
for 
discon tin uan ce in February an d make 
an arran gemen t with Amtrak for an 
Ohio train combin ed with Pen n ­ 
sy lv an ia’s state-fin an ced Altoon a- 
Pittsburgh run . 
Taft’s office also released a letter he 
sen t to Amtrak Presiden t Roger I.ewis 
complain in g about the poor serv ice 
prov ided by train s that run across the 
Buckey e State. He said the train s are 
con sisten tly late an d stop at Ohio cities 
at in con v en ien t hours of the n ight.

Speaki ng Of Your Heal th

Almost ev ery family at some time 
had the un happy ex perien ce of makin g 
a decision about a sev ere illn ess of a 
lov ed member. 
Especially when a can cer has been 
foun d an d the life ex pectan cy is short, 
doctors are frequen tly frustrated by 
their in ability to help the patien t an d 
his family decide whether or n ot the 
truth should be told to him. 
I hav e heard man y discussion s in lay 
groups an d medical groups about how 
con clusiv ely they would han dle such a 
situation . Man y people who seem to 
kn ow all the an swers for others an d 
who philosophize about the problem 
are just as con fused as others when 
they themselv es are con fron ted with it. 
It must be stated that there is n o 
sin gle an swer for ev ery situation that 
in v olv es all people ev ery where. When 
this con cept is accepted, the n atural 
corollary must be that ev ery situation 
is han dled on a purely in div idualistic 
lev el. 
The correct an swers an d attitudes 
comprise a 
careful balan ce of the 
in div idual’s moral, spiritual, religious 
an d psy chological v alues, in addition 
to the medical on es. 
Doctors try to guide their patien ts 
an d families in their decision , but 
ultimately that decision must be 
predicated on v alues that on ly the 
kmily un derstan ds. 
A sin gle ex perien ce in my own 
practice was most rev ealin g. 
A phy sician , a dear frien d of min e, 
had prev iously ex pressed himself in 


fav or of tellin g the en tire truth to the 
patien t. 
When he himself dev eloped a can ­ 
cerous an d termin al disease, it was 
aston ishin g to fin d that he blockaded 
all in formation about the seriousn ess 
of his problem an d, in fact, did n ot 
wan t to kn ow the details of his own 
illn ess. 
A remarkable sidelight to this is that 
he was a brillian t diagn ostician , but in 
his own case, deliberately failed to 
recogn ize the obv ious disease that 
would hav e been so apparen t in an y 
on e of his patien ts. 
His own psy chological structure was 
n ot geared for the truth. 
It is true that some patien ts in sist 
they be told the en tire truth in order to 
plan an d arran ge for the future of their 
families. It would do these patien ts a 
great in justice to be den ied this right. 
Howev er, families should be alerted 
that man y of these people with ov ert 
ev iden ce of stoicism are thrown in to a 
tailspin when the truth that they ask 
for is told to them. 
There are others who, when told, 
seem to draw on a remarkable in n er 
stren gth an d sustain themselv es in 
comin g face to face with a termin al 
illn ess. 
Occasion ally , families who hav e 
con ferred wi^ doctors an d religious 
adv isors arriv e at a con clusion that 
later may prov e to hav e been wron g. A 
con clusion made with such sin cerity 
must n ot leav e a family filled with 
guilt an d heartache.

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NEW YOUK—Comet Kohoutek’s 
advance man, Richard Hoagland of 
New York’s American Museum- 
Hayden Planetarium, forwards a new 
notice. Quote: 
“The most sucessful concept of the 
nature of a comet was proposed by Dr. 
Fred L. Whipple of the Smithsonian 
Astrophysical Observatory in Cam­ 
bridge, Mass., over 20 years ago. 
According to Whipple’s model, the 
solid mass of a comet is composed of 
ices. These may be mixtures of frozen 
water, ammonia, methane, etc., with 
particles of dust, silicates, and metals 
included. Thus, a comet nucleus may 
resemble a dirty iceberg." 
Never having had much experience 
with dirty icebergs, except when 
Mumsey took me on the maiden 
voyage of the Titanic, I can’t vouch for 
Dr. Whipple’s cavalier treatment of 
the heavenly body we are about to 
observe 
with 
the 
naked 
eye. 
(Incidentally, have you ever seen a 
fully-clothed eye?) But one tends to 
bow to authority, so why not hear Prof. 
Hoagland out? To wit: 
“ Since comets move in highly 
elongated orbits, they spend most of 
their time in the cold of space at great 
distances from the sun. and even from 
the planets in cases like Comet 
Kohoutek. Several times in their 
existence, comets will make periodic 
visits to the vicinity of the sun. As they 
come closer and closer to the sun, they 
are increasingly affected by the solar 
heat: the ices begin to become vapors. 
“The solid core of the visible object 
is called the nucleus; the cloud of 
liberated gases and solid particles is 
called the coma. Together, the nucleus 
dhd the coma are called the head. Dust 
particles in the coma are blown away 
from the head and from the sun by the 
solar wind. Ionized molecules and 
atoms are affected more by the 
electrical charges carried by the solar 
wind particles, but they are also pulled 
back into the tail. All of this liberated 
matter in the coma and tail is lost to 
the nucleus forever, so a comet 
gradually wastes away at each visit to 
tin* sun. Some comets have vanished 
before our eyes. (Comet Holmes, 
KMM).) 
“The nucleus, although made of 
solid material, is not necessarily paced 
solidly It has been estimated to have a 
density less than one-tenth that of 
water, so it must Im* extremely porous 
and filled with cavities. As such an 
object approaches the sun, almost 
anything (including nearly nothing) 
can happen to it. As the vapors are 
idea d, the solid particles are set 
free to expand into the coma with the 
gases. Surface gravity is negligible. 
Sunlight may now be reflected from a 
greater surface area than just the 
nucleus. In addition, ultraviolet 
sunlight may cause fluorescence of the 
cometary gases, giving an additional 
source of visible light. How all of these 
contribute to the total light is not 
predictable beyond the statistical 
method of the co-called laws. A solid 
nucleus may not liberate much matter, 
whereas a flimsy one may be very 
active. 
“At perihelion I point in the orbit ot a 
comet when it is nearest the sun), 
maximum heating occurs. Since this 
object is frozen, such a heat shock may 
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result in shattering the nucleus into 
.several fragments, each to follow its 
own orbit thereafter. Even if no break­ 
up occurs, the great heating will cause 
gases to vaporize in very large 
amounts, a result that will continue for 
a time after perihelion passage. For 
this reason, comets are usually more 
spectacular just after passing the sun 
than before. 
“No one knows the size of a 


cometary mucleus. Estimates run to 
diameters of no more than a few 
kilometers. Perhaps a layer one meter 


in depth at the surface is lost at each 
visit to the sun."

NEW YORK (AP) - If you are a 
businessman with a room full of files 
or a homemaker with a house to keep 
in order you might find it hard to be­ 
lieve but, yes, there is a paper short- 
age 
t his one isn’t so much the result of 
inadequate production— although 
there is that aspect to the shortage— 
but of the seemingly insatiable ap­ 
petite of the economic system for 
newsprint and printing paper and 
paperboard and paperbags and tissue. 
I .ast year that hunger resulted in 
between 63 million and 64 million tons 
being consumed. This year’s con­ 
sumption has been at the rate of be­ 
tween 67 million and 68 million tons, or 
about 640 pounds per person. 
I/Hiking into the immediate future, 
analysts foresee little or no letup in 
demand. In fact, some industry of­ 
ficials believe that by 1975 the country 
will need eight million tons a year 
more but that capacity will grow by 
only half that. 
One of the ironies of the problems is 
that this demand grows in spite of 
dedicated efforts to reduce man’s 
reliance on paper. In some industries 
the battle may be considered critical. 
The banking system, for example, 
feels as if it sits beneath a constant 
shower of confetti in the form of 23 
billion checks a year that descend upon 
its clearing 
facilities. 
Bankers 
everywhere agree that it can’t keep 
up. 
Now being developed are systems to 
record transactions through the use of 
electronic system that add to or deduct 
from your account without the medium 
of the check. 
In the securities industry, to cite 
another example, the inadequacies of 
paper stock certificates, beautiful as 
they are, was made obvious by the big 
increase in transactions during the 
1960s. 
Unable to transfer certificates 
quickly, some brokers merely let them 
pile up in back offices, almost bringing 
down the entire industry. The con­ 
fusion hardly can be exaggerated. 
But try as he does, man has been 
linable to dig out from under the pile. 
The electronic computer was sup­ 
posed to help, but few businessmen or 
academ ecians or customers are 
willing to take the computer’s word 
that it has all the information tucked 
away in its memory. No, they want a 
printout. 
Technology, rather than easing the 
situation, seems in fact to be creating 
more problems, as can be attested to 


by anyone who has ever watched a 
highspeed electronic copier at work. 
Every now and then Uncle Sam 
makes an effort to reduce paper 
demands such as by attempting to 
simplify the income tax form. But then 
there develops this business of wage 
and price controls—and consumption 
rises. 
Unforeseen developments, such as 
Watergate, add to the appetite for 
news, and that means more newsprint 
is used. It now amounts to ll million 
tons a year, only 3.5 million of which 
comes from domestic supplies. 
Magazines, business forms, annual 
reports and all the other items that 
make up the printing paper category 
add up to another 13 million tons. 
Paperboard, such as for corrugated 
boxes, and construction paper, such as 
tarpaper, add another 16 million to 17 
million tons to the total. 
The mere increase in population 
adds enormously to demand, as wit­ 
ness the five million tons of tissue, 
much of it light as a feather, that is 
consumed each year. 
When the economy expands, as 
almost every American hopes it will, 
up 
goes 
paper 
consumption, 
autom atically 
and 
seemingly 
inevitably, almost as if it were all 
flypaper attached to the coattails of 
mankind. 
Just to carry the groceries home 
from the m arket, for example, 
requires five million tons of paperbags 
a year. 


Complain 
To Computer 
In Cleveland 


( ’LEVE I ANI) (AP) — A computer 
will soon be telling city officals what’s 
wrong with Cleveland. 
Mayor Ralph J. Perk has approved a 
$20,000 federally funded project to 
compile complaints about Cleveland in 
a computer. And the gripes won’t be 
erased except with approval of a city 
ombudsman — 
who first will have 
made sure the problem has been 
corrected. 
“There will be daily printouts of 
complaints," Perk says, 
“and the 
same complaint will be printed each 
day until it is resolved." 
Perk said the system will display “a 
complete daily flow and pattern of 
complaints.’’ He said it also will 
provide a basis for judging the ef­ 
ficiency of department heads.

Taft Pushes 
Rail Service 
Improvement 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - Sen. 
Robert Taft Jr., R-Ohio, has written to 
Gov. John Gilligan suggesting a 
number of steps the state could take to 
improve rail service because of the 
gasoline shortage. 
Taft said the state could undertake 
the work of repairing tracks between 
Cleveland, Columbus and Cincinnati. 
He said Amtrak has estimated the 
work would cost $4 million to $5 mil­ 
lion. 
The senator noted Amtrak has ex­ 
pressed an interest in running the 
Cleveland-Columbus-Cincinnati 
line 
without state funds if the track were 
repaired to take trains traveling up to 
80 miles per hour. 
“Even if Amtrak decided not to do 
this, the state might implement ser­ 
vice through Amtrak with the state 
paying twothirds of any deficit, or even 
through a state rail transportation 
authority with its own rolling stock," 
Taft said in the letter. 
Taft also suggested the state try to 
save the Cleveland-toYoungstown 
commuter 
train 
scheduled 
for 
discontinuance in February and make 
an arrangement with Amtrak for an 
Ohio train combined with Penn­ 
sylvania’s state-financed Altoona- 
Pittsburgh run. 
Taft’s office also released a letter he 
sent to Amtrak President Roger I^ewis 
complaining about the poor service 
provided by trains that run across the 
Buckeye State. He said the trains are 
consistently late and stop at Ohio cities 
at inconvenient hours of the night.

Speaking Of Your Health

Almost every family at some time 
had the unhappy experience of making 
a decision about a severe illness of a 
loved member. 
Especially when a cancer has been 
found and the life expectancy is short, 
doctors are frequently frustrated by 
their inability to help the patient and 
his family decide whether or not the 
truth should be told to him. 
I have heard many discussions in lay 
groups and medical groups about how 
conclusively they would handle such a 
situation. Many people who seem to 
know all the answers for others and 
who philosophize about the problem 
are just as confused as others when 
they themselves are confronted with it. 
It must be stated that there is no 
single answer for every situation that 
involves all people everywhere. When 
this concept is accepted, the natural 
corollary must be that every situation 
is handled on a purely individualistic 
level. 
The correct answers and attitudes 
comprise a 
careful balance of the 
individual’s moral, spiritual, religious 
and psychological values, in addition 
to the medical ones. 
Doctors try to guide their patients 
and families in their decision, but 
ultimately that decision must be 
predicated on values that only the 
family understands. 
A single experience in my own 
practice was most revealing. 
A physician, a dear friend of mine, 
had previously expressed himself in 


favor of telling the entire truth to the 
patient. 
When he himself developed a can­ 
cerous and terminal disease, it was 
astonishing to find that he blockaded 
all information about the seriousness 
of his problem and, in fact, did not 
want to know the details of his own 
illness. 
A remarkable sidelight to this is that 
he was a brilliant diagnostician, but in 
his own case, deliberately failed to 
recognize the obvious disease that 
would have been so apparent in any 
one of his patients. 
His own psychological structure was 
not geared for the truth. 
It is true that some patients insist 
they be told the entire truth in order to 
plan and arrange for the future of their 
families. It would do these patients a 
great injustice to be denied this right. 
However, families should be alerted 
that many of these people with overt 
evidence of stoicism are thrown into a 
tailspin when the truth that they ask 
for is told to them. 
There are others who, when told, 
seem to draw on a remarkable inner 
strength and sustain themselves in 
coming face to face with a terminal 
illness. 
Occasionally, families who have 
conferred with doctors and religious 
advisors arrive at a conclusion that 
later may prove to have been wrong. A 
conclusion made with such sincerity 
must not leave a family filled with 
guilt and heartache.

government prosecutors have only 
skimmed the surface in uncovering 
massive schemes to cheat the poor in 
federal housing programs. And this 
despite about 300 recent indictments in 
20 cities across the country. 


Justice Department investigators 
claim steady headway in an attack on 
the biggest crooks. But the depart­ 
ment’^ approach has been just that— 
“go 'for the big guys and make 
believers out of the rest.” 


Now the Legal and Monetary Affairs 
subcommittee of the House Govern­ 
ment Operations Committee plans 
hearings early next year on Justice 
Department progress in attacking 
housing fraud. 
The Justice Department attack first 
centered on Philadelphia, 
Detroit, 
Chicago, Newark, N.J., and Brooklyn, 
N.Y., and soon was expanded to 15 
other cities. 
“What we found was just a massive 
series of unconnected fraudulent 
schemes. Everybody seemed to be in 
the same game,” said one Justice offi­ 
cial. “What we find in one city, we’re 
finding in other cities in almost the 
same pattern of activity.” 
In simple terms, the schemes affect 
subsidy programs to help poor people 
buy homes with down payments as low 
as $200 and to help private contractors 
and nonprofit associations develop 
rental complexes. 
Committee investigators say they 
are most interested in 
what the 
department has done about alleged 
fraud in the management of dozens of 
housing projects controlled by the De­ 
partment of Housing and Urban 
Development (HUD).

assigning a task force of Washington 
investigators to assist U.S. attorneys 
around the nation in ferreting out 
housing frauds. 


The task force attack so far has led 
to 1973 indictments against 305 
defendants, said three department 
officials who asked not to be identified 
for fear that some judges might 
consider it improper for them to 
discuss the investigations and dismiss 
cases for that reason. 


The officials said they have obtained 
107 convictions, charges against some 
minor figures have been dismissed and 
other cases are pending. They said 
government prosecutors have lost no 
cases against major fraud partici­ 
pants. 
The scandals involve programs 
administered by the Federal Housing 
Administration and its parent agency, 
HUD. 
The Justice Department “focused on 
what would take us as high up in the 
business community as possible and as 
high up in the FRA as possible if any­ 
one in FHA was on the take,” said one 
department official. 
“This was our project — to go for the 
big guys and make believers out of the 
rest,” he continued. 
A number of low-level FHA officials 
have been indicted and the director of 
♦hp Philadelphia insuring office of 
FHA, Thomas J. Gallagher Jr., was 
convicted of taking bribes and sen­ 
tenced last Oct. IO to three years in 
prison and a $40,000 fine. 
The Justice officials indicated that 
current investigations may involve 
other higher-ranking housing officials. 
“We don’t really know. We’ve got 
some vibes about it but nothing really 
substantive that we can say,” one 
investigator reported. 
But they emphasized that HUD 
Secretary James T. Lynn and the 
highest FHA officials are cooperating 
and encouraging the Justice probes. 
In 
the 
case 
of 
single-family 
dwellings, the scheme commonly 
works this way: 
A real estate speculator buys up 
dilapidated houses for a pittance, 
makes cosmetic repairs to conceal the 
extent of the ruin, and often persuades 
or bribes an FHA appraiser to jack up 
the appraised value. 
The speculator then peddles the heap 
to a trusting and inexperienced buyer 
who obtains a mortgage guaranteed by 
FHA at 
the 
inflated price. 
The 
schemes sometimes involve false 
statements about the buyer’s financial 
status and ability to fneet even the low 
payments made possible by the federal 
subsidy. 
The disillusioned buyer soon finds 
the house crumbling around him. He 
doesn’t have enough money to pay for 
repairs and to continue to meet 
mortgage payments. The mortgage 
holder forecloses and demands that 
the government pick up the mortgage. 
The speculator has reaped a fat 
profit on the sale and the mortgage 
holder has shared in the bonanza. The 
buyer has been cheated out of his nest 
egg. And the government has been 
bilked for the inflated sale price and

The Justice officials said that in the 
case of multi-family developments, 
scheming contractors jack up con­ 
struction costs and developers per­ 
suade the FHA to guarantee vastly in­ 
flated mortgates.

The Gilligan administratio n bo o sted 
funds fo r the anti-drug effo rt fro m 
$5 00,000 to $11 millio n in the last 
biennium, he said. 
Narco tics arrests in Ohio ro se 350 
per cent in the last two y ears, and the 
number o f state-assisted drug treat­ 
ment pro grams ho v ers aro und 25 0, the 
go v erno r said. 
Fo r the first time in Ohio histo ry , 
drug educatio n pro grams are o ffered 
in public scho o ls fro m kindergarten 
thro ugh 12th grade, he added. 
A relativ ely lo w lev el o f co ncern 
abo ut drugs is an indicatio n the battle 
is being wo n, he to ld an audience o f law 
enfo rcement o fficials and drug- 
treatment ex perts. 
No o ne asks what the state is do ing to 
fight drug abuse when he trav els 
aro und the state, Gilligan said. 
He said a recent surv ey fo r the U.S. 
Senate sho wed peo ple are far mo re 
co ncerned abo ut inflatio n and integrity 
in go v ernment than drugs. 


Nagging questio ns, new info rmatio n 
and a change in leadership pro mpted 
the Justice Department to take the 
case befo re a regular grand jury in 
Clev eland. 
“ This actio n do es no t mean that we 
hav e made a decisio n to seek in­ 
dictments," said Assistant Atty . Gen. 
J. Stanley Po ttinger. 
Acting Atty . Gen. Ro bert H. Bo rk 
co ncurred in 
Po ttinger’s decisio n, 
which rev ersed the actio n o f fo rmer 
Atty . Gen. Jo hn N. Mitchell, who 
dro pped the case in August 19 71. Mit­ 
chell had said he fo und insufficient 
ev idence to warrant a grand jury 
pro be. 


But Po ttinger said, “ Based upo n 
info rmatio n dev elo ped in o ur recent 
additio nal inv estigatio n, I am per­ 
suaded that it is necessary to call 
witnesses befo re a grand jury befo re 
we can co nclude the department’s 
inv estigatio n into the circumstances 
surro unding the fatal sho o tings....” 


He said the grand jury will be acting 
in its inv estigativ e capacity and in­ 
dicated that it will questio n a number 
o f witnesses, but he wo uld no t identify 
them. 
With the appro v al o f fo rmer Atty . 
Gen. Ellio t L. Richardso n, Po ttinger 
reo pened the inv estigatio n fo ur 
mo nths ago to ex amine undisclo sed 
new ev idence and rev iew the questio ns 
raised by the parents o f the slain 
students and o ther gro ups that hav e 
pressed fo r further federal 
in­ 
v estigatio n. 
Alliso n Krause, William Schro eder, 
Jeffrey Miller and Sandra Scheuer 
were killed and nine o ther students 
wo unded when Ohio Natio nal Guard­ 
smen lo o sed a 13 -seco nd fusillade o f 
bullets o n antiwar demo nstrato rs and 
by standers May 4, 19 70. 
Fo rmer Ohio Go v . James Rho des 
had dispatched the guardsmen to the 
Ohio campus to quell diso rders arising 
during demo nstratio ns against U.S. 
military actio n in Cambo dia. 
A state grand jury ex o nerated the 
guardsmen, but a presidential co m­ 
missio n deno unced the guard attack as 
“ unnecessary , 
unwarranted 
and 
inex cusable.”

COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P )- Ohio’s 
three-pronged attack has begun to win 
the fight against drug abuse, Gov. 
John Gilligan said Tuesday. 
Gilligan told a seminar on al­ 
ternatives to drug abuse that law 
enforcem ent, 
rehabilitation 
and 
education have begun to reduce the 
dimensions of the problem. 
"You are beginning to turn the tide,” 
he told his audience. 
The Gilligan administration boosted 
funds for the anti-drug effort from 
$500,000 to $11 million in the last 
biennium, he said. 
Narcotics arrests in Ohio rose 350 
per cent in the last two years, and the 
number of state-assisted drug treat­ 
ment programs hovers around 250, the 
governor said. 
For the first time in Ohio history, 
drug education programs are offered 
in public schools from kindergarten 
through 12th grade, he added. 
A relatively low level of concern 
about drugs is an indication the battle 
is being won, he told an audience of law 
enforcem ent officials and drug- 
treatment experts. 
No one asks what the state is doing to 
fight drug abuse when he travels 
around the state, Gilligan said. 
He said a recent survey for the U.S. 
Senate showed people are far more 
concerned about inflation and integrity 
in government than drugs.

But Pottinger said, "Based upon 
information developed in our recent 
additional investigation, I am per­ 
suaded that it is necessary to call 
witnesses before a grand jury before 
we can conclude the department’s 
investigation into the circumstances 
surrounding the fatal shootings....” 


He said the grand jury will be acting 
in its investigative capacity and in­ 
dicated that it will question a number 
of witnesses, but he would not identify 
them.

Gen. Elliot L. Richardson, Pottinger 
reopened the investigation

months ago to examine undisclosed 
new evidence and review the questions 
raised by the parents of the slain

Allison Krause, William Schroeder, 
Jeffrey Miller and Sandra Scheuer 
were killed and nine other students 
wounded when Ohio National Guard­ 
smen loosed a 13-second fusillade of 
bullets on antiwar demonstrators and 
bystanders May 4, 1970. 
Former Ohio Gov. James Rhodes 
had dispatched the guardsmen to the 
Ohio campus to quell disorders arising 
during demonstrations against U.S. 
military action in Cambodia.

While there has been criticism of the 
administration by both delegates and 
speakers for the past nine days of the 
convention, several miners said 
Tuesday’s motion was inappropriate. 
“ It seems to me that the processes of 
law should run their course,” one 
delegate said. “ I think Nixon is guilty; 
I assume he’s guilty ; but I don’t know 
if he’s guilty.” 
“ In my lifetime I ’ve never been to a 
public hanging,” another delegate 
said, “ and I think the courts should 
decide what to do with Richard Nix­ 
on.” 
After about five minutes of debate, 
the miners swiftly rejected the move in 
a show of hands. 
There were reports that the UMW’s 
political arm, the Coal Miners Political 
Action Committee 
(CMPAC), was 
considering a similar motion. After the 
rejection, it was not known if CMPAC 
would drop its resolution.

They contend 
trucks operate more efficiently at 60 or 
65 miles an hour.

Glasenapp said truck drivers could 
cut fuel consumption by about five per 
cent by switching from 55 to 50 m.p.h. 
He added, however, that the lower 
speeds could increase other costs by as 
much as 15 per cent. The chief new cost 
is the additional road time driving at 
lower speeds. 
Most of the experts seem to agree 
that determining which speed is best 
involves a variety of factors, including 
transmission systems. The key to the 
question seems to be figuring out at 
what speed a truck can get into top 
gear. 
That’s the gear at which a truck — or 
car — operates most efficiently. It’s 
the gear used for cruising speed. In top 
gear, the engine has to work less hard, 
making fewer revolutions per unit of 
distance traveled than in lower gears. 
Robert McIIale, a spokesman for the 
American Trucking Association, said 
the huge rigs generally reach peak 
efficiency at 55 m p h. because that’s 
where the driver hits his top gear.

agreed, adding that most trucks have 
IO gears and the driver “ has to shift 
back to ninth gear when his speed 
drops to about 52 m.p.h.”

They contend 
trucks operate more efficiently at 60 or 
65 miles an hour. 
Still another argument over the 
speed limits centers on the difference 
between speeds for cars and larger 
vehicles.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P )- Ohio’s

“ While none of us can rejoice about 
the current fuel shortage, we can look 
forward to certain beneficial con­ 
sequences from a long-range reduction 
in energy demand and increase in the 
efficiency of fuel and energy util­ 
ization,” Whitman said. 
Whitman predicted that longrange 
energy conservation activities also 
would 
achieve 
a 
healthier

vironment. 
In Tuesday’s opening session, in­ 
dustrial leaders issued pleas for higher 
prices, more favorable tax breaks and 
relaxed environmental controls. 
Guy F. Sitter Jr., president of the 
Ohio Oil and Gas Association, said 
there is no way to improve the energy 
situation without economic incentives. 
He said Ohio can meet its own fuel 
needs if its outside supplies remain the 
same. But he said further development 
of the state’s fuel reserves depends on 
the price of oil and gas, as well as other 
economic factors.

Panel Says M e a t Chemicals OK 


COLUMBUS, 
Ohio 
(AP) 


Antibiotics and hormones used to 
prevent disease in animals and in­ 
crease production efficiency do not 
harm fresh meat, a panel of experts 
said Wednesday. 
Appearing at the 20th National 


Institute of Animal Agriculture at Ohio 
State University, they said proper use 
of agricultural chemicals is in the best 
interest of consumers, although many 
housewives don’t realize it. 
They spoke individually and ap­ 
peared at a panel session of the 20th 
National 
Institute 
of 
Animal 


Agriculture at Ohio State University, 
leading researchers of the chemical 
and agriculture industries are at­ 
tending the two-day conference. 
A spokesman for the American Meat 


Institute, Dr. Herrell DeGraff of 
Chicago, said he believes “ with regard 
to the legal aspects, the administrative 
agencies are doing a good job. I don’t 
know that I have a concern about the 
wholesomeness of meat that is pur­ 
chased by today’s housewife.” 
Dr. Gordon A. Kemp, manager of 


animal industry research for the 
American Cyanamide Co., Princeton, 
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EVER Y 
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N.J.. echoed the belief that existing 
safeguards are adequate but conceded 
that the public doesn't entirely believe 
it. 
He said the use of antibiotics on the 
farm to prevent disease among 
animals “ is not clearly understood by 
people outside of animal agriculture.” 
Kemp referred to one study by a 
Food & Drug Administration task 
force and said physicians who par­ 
ticipated sought to compare a lack of 
success 
with antibiotics among 
humans with its use among animals. 
The comparison was invalid, he said, 
because “ the animal model is quite 
unlike the human model," 
But as a result, he said, industry 
researchers are being asked by the 
FDA “ to demonstrate that the use of 
antibiotics in animal feeds will never 
give rise to any health hazard. This we 
cannot do in absolute terms.” 
Kemp warned that unless the 
demand for a product is “ sufficiently 
large to support the very’ expensive 
new research required...some existing 
uses of antibiotics will be lost.” 
Parke C. Brinkley, president of the 
National 
Agricultural Chemicals 


Association, agreed that the buying 
public should be better educated as to 
the advantages of using chemicals in 
animal agriculture. He said some 
persons have “ cast doubt on the safety 
and wholesomeness of our food sup­ 
ply.” 
He said “ great pressures” are being 
brought on administrative agencies of 
government which has resulted "in a 
tendency for them to move well beyond 
the intent of the law even though they 
are sworn to uphold it.”

Panel Says M e a t Chemicals OK 


COLUM BUS,

- 
Antibiotics and hormones used to 
prevent disease in animals and in­ 
crease production efficiency do not 
harm fresh meat, a panel of experts 
said Wednesday. 
Appearing at the 20th National 
Institute of Animal Agriculture at Ohio 
State University, they said proper use 
of agricultural chemicals is in the best 
interest of consumers, although many 
housewives don’t realize it. 
They spoke individually and ap­ 
peared at a panel session of the 20th 
National 
Institute 
of 
Animal 
Agriculture at Ohio State University, 
leading researchers of the chemical 
and agriculture industries are at­ 
tending the two-day conference. 
A spokesman for the American Meat 
Institute, Dr. 
Herrell DeGraff of 
Chicago, said he believes “ with regard 
to the legal aspects, the administrative 
agencies are doing a good job. I don’t 
know that I have a concern about the 
wholesomeness of meat that is pur­ 
chased by today’s housewife.” 
Dr. Gordon A. Kemp, manager of 
animal industry research for the 
American Cyanamide Co., Princeton, 


N.J., echoed the belief that existing 
safeguards are adequate but conceded 
that the public doesn’t entirely believe 
it. 
He said the use of antibiotics on the 
farm to prevent disease among 
animals “ is not clearly understood by 
people outside of animal agriculture.’’ 
Kemp referred to one study by a 
Food & Drug Administration task 
force and said physicians who par­ 
ticipated sought to compare a lack of 
success 
with antibiotics among 
humans with its use among animals. 
The comparison was invalid, he said, 
because “ the animal model is quite 
unlike the human model." 
But as a result, he said, industry 
researchers are being asked by the 
FDA “ to demonstrate that the use of 
antibiotics in animal feeds will never 
give rise to any health hazard. This we 
cannot do in absolute terms.” 
Kemp warned that unless the 
demand for a product is “ sufficiently 
large to support the very expensive 
new research required...some existing 
uses of antibiotics will be lost.” 
Parke C. Brinkley, president of the 
National Agricultural* Chemicals 


Association, agreed that the buying 
public should be better educated as to 
the advantages of using chemicals in 
animal agriculture. He said some 
persons have “ cast doubt on the safety 
and wholesomeness of our food sup­ 
ply.” 
He said “ great pressures" are being 
brought on administrative agencies of 
government which has resulted “ in a 
tendency for them to move well beyond 
the intent of the law even though they 
are sworn to uphold it.”

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See Rockefeller M a king 4th 
Bid For Presidency In 7 97 6 


Several weeks ago, I urged the 
President to halt the export of U.S. oil 
products during the energy crisis, But 
so far, my requests and the public 
outcry across the country that these 
exports cease have been met with 
platitudes by the White House staff and 
exasperating Department of Interior 
reports that the 53.3 million gallons 
exported in 1973 are merely a drop in 
the proverbial bucket. 


That is precisely the point, however, 
those of us in Congress are trying to 
make. We may well be looking at the 
last drops of oil in our bucket before 
too long, and it is utterly absurd during 
this national emergency for the U.S. to 
U* shipping any oil at all, never mind 
the additionally unsettling news that 
these exports constitute a three-fold 
increase over last year and carry a 
whopping 143 [M*r cent price t*>ost. 
Due to the inaction on the part of the 
Administration in stopping these oil 
exports, I have introduced legislation 
requiring him to do so. Specifically, 
the bill would direct the President to 
halt the exportation of gasoline, 
number 2 fuel oil and propane gas until 
he determines that no shortage of such 
fuels exists in the United States. 
Fqually disturbing to me are the 
proposals for huge price or tax in­ 
creases on gasoline as a means of 
reducing consumption of this dwin­ 
dling commodity during the energy 
crisis. I am unalterably opposed to 
both measures because of their 
inherent inequity and their potential 
for grave disruption of our economy. 
A large federal surtax on gas, such 
as the 30 cent figure mentioned by the 
Administration, 
would level the 
greatest financial hardship on those 
least able to afford it. Millions of 
Americans in the middle and low in­ 
come brackets would be forced to bear 
an unfair share of the burden. There is 
no question that such a tax would lower 
gasoline consumption, but in 
the 
process it would make gas a luxury 
item only the wealthy could afford 
when 
it 
is a real 
necessity for 
everyone. 
For 
example, 
small 
businessmen, salesmen, contractors

and all those who must use their cars 
and trucks for legitimate business 
purposes would be hurt. In addition, 
public transportation, used most often 
by those on low or fixed incomes, 
would also have to pass these higher 
taxes on to the riders. 
A little arithmetic shows that a 30 
cent gas tax would raise about $30 
billion each year in revenue. However, 
taking this much money out of the 
economy when we could be headed for 
a recession would be catastrophic. 
Taking this much money out of the 
taxpayers’ pockets would be even 
more disastrous, particularly when 
prices for food, housing and clothing 
are already commanding higher and 
higher prices. 
Allowing the price of gas to rise by 
itself on the free market, as some 
propose, would have the same effect. 
Even with existing price controls, the 
cost of gasoline is steadily rising. Once 
again, the well-to-do would have the 
greatest advantage in meeting the 
prices and the less fortunate would 
suffer the most. Furthermore, there 
would be no assurances that the oil 
companies profiting from them would 
plow this added revenue back into the 
construction of needed refineries and 
other improvements which could help 
out in the energy crisis. These com­ 
panies are already reaping huge 
profits, have been for years, and while 
I am not against the profit principles, 
there has to be a limit somewhere 
when we are face to face with a 
national emergency such as this. 
Consequently, neither the tax nor the 
high price increase would solve our 
gasoline problems without unleashing 
a whole set of others. We have a 
serious energy shortage, and many 
accomodations and sacrifices are 
going to have to be made, but I am 
adamantly against any so-called 
solutions which are so clearly unwise 
and unjust.

Nevertheless, in widely scattered 
political quarters, the move was seen 
as a step toward the presidency. And to 
some Republicans it carried more 
hope of success than when Rockefeller, 
once considered the Eastern establish­ 
ment GOP liberal, ran in I960, 1964 and 
1968. 
" I think he has to be considered as a 
candidate,” said 
Republican state 
Chairman Clifford L. Jones of Penn­ 
sylvania. " It ’s unquestionably a move 
in that direction.” 
A presidential bid by Rockefeller 
this time would come after he has 
taken widely publicized actions aimed 
at stemming welfare chiseling, stif­ 
fening terms for drug pushers and im­ 
proving ties with more conservative 
elements of the Republican party. 
The commissions to which he will 
devote his time — the

Commission on Critical Choices for 
America and the National Commission 
on Water Quality — would give him a 
platform from which to continue 
speaking on national issues.

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See Rockefeller M aking 4th 
Bid For Presidency In 1976 


Several weeks ago, I urged the 
President to halt the export of U.S. oil 
products during the energy crisis. But 
so far, my requests and the public 
outcry across the country that these 
exports cease have been met with 
platitudes by the White House staff and 
exasperating Department of Interior 
reports that the 53.3 million gallons 
exported in 1973 are merely a drop in 
the proverbial bucket. 


That is precisely the point, however, 
those of us in Congress are trying to 
make. We may well be looking at the 
last drops of oil in our bucket before 
too long, and it is utterly absurd during 
this national emergency for the U.S. to 
be shipping any oil at all, never mind 
the additionally unsettling news that 
these exports constitute a three-fold 
increase over last year and carry a 
whopping 143 per cent price boost. 
Due to the inaction on the part of the 
Administration in stopping these oil 
exports, I have introduced legislation 
requiring him to do so. Specifically, 
the bill would direct the President to 
halt the exportation of gasoline, 
number 2 fuel oil and propane gas until 
he determines that no shortage of such 
fuels exists in the United States. 
Equally disturbing to me are the 
proposals for huge price or tax in­ 
creases on gasoline as a means of 
reducing consumption of this dwin­ 
dling commodity during the energy 
crisis. I am unalterably opposed to 
both measures because of their 
inherent inequity and their potential 
for grave disruption of our economy. 
A large federal surtax on gas, such 
as the 30 cent figure mentioned by the 
Administration, would level the 
greatest financial hardship on those 
least able to afford it. Millions of 
Americans in the middle and low in­ 
come brackets would be forced to bear 
an unfair share of the burden. There is 
no question that such a tax would lower 
gasoline consumption, but in the 
process it would make gas a luxury 
item only the wealthy could afford 
when it is a real necessity for 
everyone.

and all those who must use their cars 
and trucks for legitimate business 
purposes would be hurt. In addition, 
public transportation, used most often 
by those on low or fixed incomes, 
would also have to pass these higher 
taxes on to the riders. 
A little arithmetic shows that a 30 
cent gas tax would raise about $30 
billion each year in revenue. However, 
taking this much money out of the 
economy when we could be headed for 
a recession would be catastrophic. 
Taking this much money out of the 
taxpayers’ pockets would be even 
more disasterous, particularly when 
prices for food, housing and clothing 
are already commanding higher and 
higher prices. 
Allowing che price of gas to rise by 
itself on the free market, as some 
propose, would have the same effect. 
Even with existing price controls, the 
cost of gasoline is steadily rising. Once 
again, the well-to-do would have the 
greatest advantage in meeting the 
prices and the less fortunate would 
suffer the most. Furthermore, there 
would be* no assurances that the oil 
companies profiting from them would 
plow this added revenue back into the 
construction of needed refineries and 
other improvements which could help 
out in the energy crisis. These com­ 
panies are already reaping huge 
profits, have been for years, and while 
I am not against the profit principles, 
there has to be a limit somewhere 
when we are face to face with a 
national emergency such as this. 
Consequently, neither the tax nor the 
high price increase would solve our 
gasoline problems without unleashing 
a whole set of others. We have a 
serious energy shortage, and many 
accomodations and sacrifices are 
going to have to be made, but I am 
adamantly against any so-called 
solutions which are so clearly unwise 
and unjust.

“ My only regret is that my un­ 
dertaking these tasks has been in­ 
terpreted as a political maneuver to 
seek the presidency or for any other 
political office,” he said as he quit the 
office he has held for 15 years. 
“ Whether I will become a candidate in 
the future, I do not know. I should like 
to keep my options open.” 
Rockefeller said he would not “ face 
those options” until late in 1975. “ This 
is not a gimmick. This is not a political 
trick,” he said. 
Nevertheless, in widely scattered 
political quarters, the move was seen 
as a step toward the presidency. And to 
some Republicans it carried more 
hope of success than when Rockefeller, 
once considered the Eastern establish­ 
ment GOP liberal, ran in 1960,1964 and 
1968. 
“ I think he has to be considered as a 
candidate,” said Republican state 
Chairman Gifford L. Jones of Penn­ 
sylvania. “ It’s unquestionably a move 
in that direction.” 
A presidential bid by Rockefeller 
this time would come after he has 
taken widely publicized actions aimed 
at stemming welfare chiseling, stif­ 
fening terms for drug pushers and im­ 
proving ties with more conservative 
elements of the Republican party.

BOSTON (A P) — Two centuries 
after the Boston Tea Party started the 
American Revolution, it’s touching off 
another conflict. This one is between 
rival 
groups that want 
to 
com­ 
memorate the event. Patriots boarded 
the brig Beaver on Dec. 16, 1773, and 
tossed 340 chests of tea into Boston 
Harbor to protest British taxes. The 
men who re-create the incident Sunday 
will have to compete for attention with 
people who want to toss empty oil 
drums into the harbor to protest 
President Nixon and the fuel shortage. 


The Tea Party is the first happening 
of the nation’s bicentennial. 
It 
demonstrates the split between those 
who 
want 
to 
remember 
the 
revolutionary spirit and those who 
want to revive it. 


The city-run Boston Bicentennial 
Commission plans a quiet church 
service Sunday and a mimed re­ 
creation of the Tea Party on a replica 
of the Beaver. Its private counterpart, 
the Peoples Bicentennial Commission, 
intends to march on the waterfront 
bearing effigies and placards and 


stage a mock trial of Nixon and the oil 
companies, 
“ Our purpose is to send a message 
across the country like the first Tea 
Party did,” said Jeremy Rifkin, leader 
of the peoples group. 
“ Two hundred years ago, the protest 
was against the East India Co. and its 
collusion with the government at the 
expense of the average working person 
in the colony, 
“ Today, 
we’re 
protesting 
the 
collusion of the major oil companies 
with the oppressive government in 
Washington, King Richard the First,” 
he said. “ We want to make the point 
that the oil companies must pay for 
this oil crisis, since they brought it 
upon us, and that Nixon must be im­ 
peached from office.” 
The city commission is “ trying to 
make a joke out of the American 
Revolution,” Rifkin said. “ They don’t 
have

proper 
respect 
for 
the 
revolution and its importance in our 
daily lives as Americans.” 
But there are some who disagree. “ I 
think the thing that worries them most 
is that we’ve been so cooperative,

BOSTON (AP) — Two centuries 
after the Boston Tea Party started the 
American Revolution, it’s touching off 
another conflict. This one is between 
rival 
groups that want to com­ 
memorate the event. Patriots boarded 
the brig Beaver on Dec. 16, 1773, and 
tossed 340 chests of tea into Boston 
Harbor to protest British taxes. The 
men who re-create the incident Sunday 
will have to compete for attention with 
people who want to toss empty oil 
drums into the harbor to protest 
President Nixon and the fuel shortage. 


The Tea Party is the first happening 
of the nation’s bicentennial. 
It 
demonstrates the split between those 
who 
want 
to 
remember 
the 
revolutionary spirit and those who 
want to revive it. 


The city-run Boston Bicentennial 
Commission plans a quiet church 
service Sunday and a mimed re­ 
creation of the Tea Party on a replica 
of the Beaver. Its private counterpart, 
the Peoples Bicentennial Commission, 
intends to march on the waterfront 
bearing effigies and placards and 


stage a mock trial of Nixon and the oil 
companies. 
“ Our purpose is to send a message 
across the country like the first Tea 
Party did,” said Jeremy Rifkin. leader 
of the peoples group. 
“ Two hundred years ago, the protest 
was against the East India Co. and its 
collusion with the government at the 
expense of the average working person 
in the colony. 
“ Today, 
we’re 
protesting 
the 
collusion of the major oil companies 
with the oppressive government in 
Washington, King Richard the First,” 
he said. “ We want to make the point 
that the oil companies must pay for 
this oil crisis, since they brought it 
upon us, and that Nixon must be im­ 
peached from office.” 
The city commission is “ trying to

This could happen even if the 
Federal Reserve Board, in an effort to 
keep the rate of inflation under rein, 
maintains a fairly tight monetary 
policy, economists say. 
Okun said that if, as is now felt, a 
decline in economic output occurs in 
the first three months of 1974, “ then 
there’s not much question" that short­ 


term interest rates should fall.

predict by how much. Okun said he 
expected a “ significant weakening of 
loan demand by the end of the winter.” 
Interest rates are now at their 
highest levels in history. Seven large 
banks recently increased their prime 
lending rate, that charged to their big­ 
gest and best customers, to 10 per cent.

The Nixon administration’s Com­ 
mittee on Interest and Dividends 
Monday sent telegrams to the seven 
banks directing them to justify the 
higher rates.

The Vietnam veteran said after 
months of getting to know the people 
who were selling and using drugs he 
was able to begin buying on street 
corners and in cars, bars and IhhI - 
rooms. 
He said it took a while to learn the 
special language in which a “ girl" 
means cocaine and “ boy" means 
heroin, “ rope” is marijuana, “ Christ­ 


mas trees" are amphetamines and 
“ buttons” mean peyote. 


“ Stepped on" means the drug has 
been cut, “ dime bags” of heroin are 
$10, and “ nickel bags" are $5, he said. 


Forman said he watched addicts 
“ mainline" heroin by needles directly 
into their veins but escaped having to 
use any himself. He said he would pre­ 
tend to “ shoot” the drugs in a 
bathroom while in reality he would be 
running a field test on the dope he had 
bought. 


David I). Barrett, special agent in 
charge of W EB’s drug unit, says 
Forman made “ too many personal 
sacrifices for me to list, and so did his 
family. His average workweek was 70 
to 80 hours, and he was only com­ 
pensated for part of that. 


“ Without the uncomplaining help of 
bis wife, who typed his reports, he 
could not have done the fantastic job 
he did," Barrett said.

Forman, a bearded Marine Corps 
veteran, was sworn in as a Bay village 
police officer late at night May 1, 1972, 
in the office of Mayor Henry P. Reese. 
Then Forman went out on the street 
and started buying narcotics. 
Police say Forman, dressed as a 
hippie, made his buys 
primarily 
marijuana and heroin—for several 
months as an undercover agent for the 
Westshore 
Enforcement 
Bureau 
(WEB). 
His undercover work resulted in 
arrest of 40 persons, mostly residents 
of western suburbs, on charges of sale 
or furnishing of drugs, police say. 
Forman, 27, said he was given “ $100 
in buy money and $2 expense money a 
night and told to go get em’—and 
that's what I did.” 
The Vietnam veteran said after 
months of getting to know the people 
who were selling and using drugs he 
was able to begin buying on street 
corners and in cars, bars and bed­ 
rooms. 
He said it took a while to learn the 
special language in which a “ girl" 
means cocaine and “ boy” means 
heroin, “ rope" is marijuana, “ Christ­ 


mas trees” are amphetamine 
“ buttons" mean peyote. 
and 


“ Stepped on" means the drug has 
been cut, “ dime bags” of heroin are 
$10, and “ nickel bags" are $5, he said. 


Forman said he watched addicts 
“ mainline" heroin by needles directly 
into their veins but escaped having to 
use any himself. He said he would pre­ 
tend to “ shoot" the drugs in a 
bathroom while in reality he would be 
running a field test on the dope he had 
bought. 


David I). Barrett, special agent in 
charge of W EB’s drug unit, says 
Forman made “ too many personal 
sacrifices for me to list, and so did his 
family. His average workweek was 70 
to BO hours, and he was only com* 
pensated for part of that. 


“ Without the uncomplaining help of 
his wife, who typed his reports, he 
could not have done the fantastic job 
he did,” Barrett said. 


W EB is composed of police from the 
suburbs of Westlake, Kooky River, 
Bay Village, Fairview Park, North 
Olmsted and Dike wood.

Bernie F. Sisk, D-Calif., and Joseph 
Danzansky, a Washington 
market 
chain owner who heads the group that 
is buying the Padres. 


The suit, like others filed during 
baseball’s many franchise shifts of the 
past two decades, said the defendants 
have used a monopoly position to 
restrain the city “from entering into 
and participating in its lawful business 
of operating its stadium.* 
The words referred to the 15 years 
remaining on the Padres’ lease of city- 
owned San Diego Stadium. National 
league owners voted last week to 
approve C. Arnholt Smith’s sale of the 
team to Danzansky’s group, spurning 
an offer by another group to keep the 
Padres here. 


The city said the defendants have 
artificially limited the distribution and 
price of baseball franchises in 
restraint of interstate commerce.
